CULTURE.—Sow thinly in rows, one foot apart, in April or 
May, in good, rich soil, thinning out to 8 or 4 inches in 
the rows. Manure plentifully, keeping down all weeds, and 
allow the first growth to run to foliage, without cutting the 
first year. In the fall, after cutting off the tops, give a good 
dressing of coarse manure, to be worked in the following spring. 
Do not cut too closely, as the roots need foliage during the 
year on which to strengthen. Large Asparagus can easily be 
had by liberal feeding. If the soil is clayey, add sand and sifted 
coal ashes. Plenty of water and plenty of manure are sure to 
give good results. Use 2 oz. to 100 feet of drill. Three pounds 
will yield plants enough for an acre; 100 roots will make a 
small family bed, 250 roots a large bed.
